President C. ©. Arkwright, of the 
Georgia Railway and BDlectric Company, 
yesterday morning made tax returns of 
the company to Comptroller General

Of the total amount, $3.642,866.50 is 
given as the value of the franchise 
owned by the company, while the re- 
mainder is devoted to the physical 
property. 

The return of the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company last year cre- 
ated a sensation in railroad circles, 
having been voluntarily increased by 
President Arkwright from $3,000,000 to

“It's tough news, but I told my physi- 
cian that the germs might get the 
best of me for awhde posstbly, but I 
will get the best of them in the end, 
for after I’m dead ['ll have my body 
cremated and burn them alive.”

I can, I'm going to’'come back to Mas- 
sachusetts, be governor of this state 
yet. If it wasn't for these bugs I

Chicago, June 10.—The republican na- 
tional committee, by its work today, de- 
Cided eontests in two states at large, 
and in fourteen districts, the net re- 
sult that 3 full votes and two 
were added to the number 
already accredited to William H. Taft, 
and that two half votes were given to 
Senator Joseph B. Foraker. 

The committee has yet to consider 
contests at large in four states and a 
total of 38 district contests, and from 
two territories, involving a total of 94 
votes. Before the meeting of the com- 
mittee, the number of ,delegates  in- 
structed for Taft was 387. The work 
of the committee, as far as it has 
progressed, has given him !17 addi-’ 
tional votes, or a total of 504 on the 
temporary roll call. The number. of 
votes necessary to elect is 491.

Mrs. Weinstein, wno is !I9 years 
old, was married last February to a 
merchant of Charleston, Miss. 

Mrs. Weinstein passed Lowe in a 
street near his office today. After the 
attorney had passed she turned, drew a 
revolver from her waist and fired. Lowe 
fell with a bullet through his back. As 
he fell he drew a revolver, but turning 
and seeing that his assailant was a 
woman, he made no attempt to discharge 
his weapan. 

Lowe was wounded between the shoul- 
ders, the bullet passing entirely through 
his body. A stud in his shirt front was 
struck by the bullet and forced out, 

Mrs. Weinstein hurried to her home, 
and was later arrested. Lowe was 
Placed@on a special train and rushed 
to Memphis to the Presbyterian hos- 
pital. It is believed he cannot live. 

Mrs. Weinstein is on the verge of col- 
lapse from hysteria. The Weinstein 
family is wealthy. Mrs, Weinstein has 
made no statement concerning her rea- 
sons for shooting Lowe. Although un- 
der arrest she had not been taken from 
Nher mother's home, which is guarded 
Dy deputy sheriffs.

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BREWERS PLEAD 


Adopted at Milwaukee, 


WHY THEY ARE IN POLITICS 


Brewers Declare That They Have 

Been Driven Into Politics in 
Self-Defense—Urge Elimi- 
‘nation of Objectionable 


Saloon Features, 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 10.—The United, 
States Brewers’ Association, at its 
closing session today, adopted a plat- 
form of principles, in which it pledges 
itself to the abolition of the immoral 
saloon, and to the cause of temperance 
in the use of intoxicants in the broad- 


est sense. 

A second point of importance was 4 
siatement by R. WD. Secharman, of 
Brooklyn, that over thirty years ago 
he had advocated before the committee 
on cities of New Yark, that two class- 
es of license be provided for by law, 
one for distilled liquors, and one for 
fermented liquers. He predicted that 
many of those within the sound of his 
voice would live to see this become a 
rea! jssue, 

A new  nationa] organization was 
formed as a result of the fight on pro- 
hibition. it will be Known as the 
United States Manufacturers’ and Mér- 
chants’ Association. While not dis- 
tinctly stated in the constitution, the 
Organization plans to help the brewer 
in the war on prohibition. 

The officers elected were: Président, 
George Obermann, New York; vice 
presidents, P. H. Schontz, Philadelphia; 
C. F. Burger, Cincinnati; G. Fischer, 
Milwaukee; secretary, Cooper L. Lyon, 
Chicago. 

What the Brewers Say. 
The brewers, in their.statement, say: 


“Whenever a spirit of genuine in- 
Quiry and national betterment shall 
take the place of needless persecution, 
the brewers will welcome it, and will 
gladiy refrain from participation in pol- 
itics. The brewers’ association declaies 
its sympathy with and offers its co- 
Operation with any movement to the 
promotion of habits of temperance in 
the. use of fermented beverages. By 
temperance is meant temperate use— 
neither abuse nor disuse. We believe 
that the temperate use of beer pro- 
motes health and happiness which are 
the underlying conditions of morality 
and social order, and in this 
are supported by the vast preponder- 
ance of educated, as well ag popular 
opinion all over the world. 

Consistently with this belief we favor 
the passage and the enforcement of 
laws for the regulation of the drink 
traffic and for keeping such traffic free 
from unlawful and improper accesso- 
ries, and we earnestly desire such im- 
provement in the drinking habits of 
people as will still further advance 
temperance, together with the spread of 
enlightenment as to the proper functions 
of drink, whereby the individual may be 
able to regulate his habits according to 
the requirements of wholesome living. 
We realize that these declarations are 
contrary to what the public is being 
persistently told. by those who are op- 
posed to the use of alcoholic beverages 
in. regard to the attitude of the brew- 
ers towards the drink question, and eg- 
pecially towards the saloon, 


Multiplication of Saloons. 

“Wor that reason we desire to make 
clear two important. points: 

‘*‘First,. it is a mistake to believe that 
the commercial interest of the brewers 
stands back of the excessive multiplica- 
tion of saloons or of any of the unlaw- 
fal or improper practices resorted to 
by a small minority of saloon keepers 
to swell their incomes, such as keeping 
open after hours, selling to minors or 
drunkards, encouraging or tolerating 
gambiing and the social evil in connec- 
tion with their places, ete. 

“We are not. in this present state- 
ment, putting our arguments on the 
basis of public spirit and consideration 
of morals or secial orders. While yield- 
ing to no class of citizens in cherish- 
ing these sentiments and considerations, 
the pumpose of this present statement is 
only to dispel! the false impression that 
the commercial interest of the brewer 
is served by encouraging or conniving 
at lawlessness. 

“The brewers are ready and anxious 
to do their share, to cooperate to the 
exient of their power in the work of 
eliminating abuses connected with the 
retail trade. While repudiating the 
charge that theirs is the chief respon- 
sibility for the existence of such abuses, 
they ask the cooperation of the public 
and of the proper authorities in the 
work of making the saloon what it 
ought to be—a place for wholesome re- 
creation. 

“Second, the brewer {s charged with 


) power 


being in. politics and using. political 
for the purpose of Influencing 
legislation, paralyzing executive action 
and protecting the disorderly saloon. 
Such statements are grossly exagger- 
ated and highly colored, Rather it is 
true that the existence of disorderly 
saloons is in many cases the work of a 
certain class of politicians who keep 
them alive for their own punposes and 
in opposition to the wishes of the brew- 
ers. With suitable laws properly en- 
foreed and packed by healthy public 
sentiment, such disorderly saloons 
could be exterminated. 


Why Brewers Are in Politics, 


“Tf the brewers have been driven into 
politics it is dire to the {ntemperate 
attacks on them along political lines, 
and we ask the public to bear in mind 
that self-preservation is a very elemen- 
tary instinct. Whenever a spirit of 
genuine inquiry and rational better- 
ment shall take the place of heedless 
persecution aiming not at improvement 
but at the extermination of our bust- 
ness—and that is the object of both 
the prohibition and the anti-saloon 
movements—the brewers wil: welcome it 
sympathetically and bring to all ef- 
forts at true progress the knowledge

gladiv- refrain frem participation 
in politics. 

‘We iturn with confidence to the fair- 
minded American people and ask it, in 
view of many practical! instances of our 
sincerity given in the face of great dif- 
ficulties. to, consider the statements 
above made and to accept our assur- 
ance that the objectionable features of 
the retail liquor traffic do not rest 
upon, and are not backed either by the 
commercial interests or by any sup- 
posed political power of the brewers;

by our trade; that we will lend our 
fullest cooperation towards their ex- 
tinction, and invite the assistance of 
public officials and the people in gen- 
eral to that end.

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE AND ANNEXATION. 

For want of a quorum, the special council committee investigating the 
project to extend the corporate limits has met and adjourned without defi- 
nite action. 

The omen is an unfavorable one. It somehow detracts from the im- 
pression that had gone abroad to the effect that the “Atlanta spirit” had 
recorded a permanent and an aggressive revival. 

There is yet time to remedy the omission. The Constitution sincerely 
hopes that steps will be immediately taken in that direction, 

The general assembly meets June 24. To be orderly and successful, the 
movement to obtain the necessary charter amendment from that body should 
have assumed coherent shape by that date. : 

According to the present program, the only remaining council session 
before the meeting of the legislature will be held June 22. 

The issues at stake are entirely too momentous to be hazarded by any 
eleventh-hour procedure. 

The one solution, therefore, is for the special committee to arrange for 
a called meeting, to be held as soon as its absent members return from 
Birmingham, and as soon as the presence of a quorum can be assured. 

For upwards of four years this problem of extension has been debated 
pro and con. No citizen in Atlanta and vicinity alive to the best interests 
of the city is ignorant as to the merits of the contention. 

In the latter respect, The Constitution reiterates its belief that the con- 
troversy offers absolutely no negative argument. 

It is simply a question of whether suburban residents now 
enjoying the benefits of citizenship, shall pay their share in the maintenance 
of these benefits; whether we shall extend the limits to take in territory that 
it would be idle to deny is already morally and constructively a part of

With sustain- | 
ed interest from statt to finish, I read 
every one, and reread some, of his 
pen-talks to the people and tracked his 
distinguished father through them all. 

When Hon. Joseph E. Brown was 
the zenith of his civic glory, I was a 
school boy. Eager to learn of public af- 
fairs. 1 began early to read the gréat 
speeches of the statesmen ‘who were 
then making history. Many. of these 
speeches were too @ifficult and in- 
volved to be understood by a boy; but 
those of Hon. Joseph E. Brown, though 
discussing the same subjects, were so 
free from big’ words and surplusage, so 
consecutive and so clear, that it was a 
pleasure without a task to read them. 

The announcement that he would 
make a speech or write a state-paper, 
I always hailed with an anticipation of 
profitable delight which was fully real- 
ized on reading it. No public question, 
however intricate, «was beyond his 
power to analyze and simplify to the 
comprehension of the humblest citizen, 
provided only that he was able to read. 
‘Not one of his great contemporaries 
on the public stage could approach him 
in his peculiar style of writing, so di- 
rect, so pointed, so lucid, so strong. He 
was no orator, nor did he affect to be 
one.

Stand and carry away as that much 
Which they had learned and could util- 
ize for future guidance.

After reading John Temple’s editorial 
on “The Extraordinary Politics of 
Georgia,” we are almost tempted to 
forget, for the moment, our desire to 
be extremely magnanimous—and t»> ha'l 
off and tell him something. Although 
we did ever despise these political post- 
mortems. Obviously, however, our es- 
teemed friend of the rainbow language 
knows even less about Georgia po'!- 
tics ‘today than he did when in Geor- 
gia; and even our friend’s own verbal 
cloudbursts could say no more than 
that. 

However, it may not be strange that 
political sanity falls te appeal to our 
friend, John Temple: or that Georgia’s 
apparent political’“inconsistencv” grates 
On a man who has trained with three 
political parties within the past fifteen 
years—and has only recently joined a 
fourth. Put hear John again: 

“The Georgia election, upon its sur- 
face, appears to be an expression of 
state-wide inconsistency that furnishes 
a new and forceful argument to the 
skeptics of popular government in 
America. It 1s also perhaps the most 
conspicuous among modern instances of 
the power of shrewd and puissant capi- 
tal to create public opinion for its own 
depends. 

“Throughout the country the result {in 
Georgia is everywhere construed In its 
general effects as a rebuke to prohibi- 
tlon, a repudiation of negro disfran- 
chisement, and a sweeping victory for 
the railroads—upon each of which 
tremendous issues Georgia, one year 
ago set in thunder the seal of its en- 
thusiastic approval.” 


The only deduction that can possibly 
be gathered from the above is—THE 
PEOPLE OF GEORGIA ARE A LOT 
OF “DURN FOOLS.” Beyond anything, 
even, that the Hon. Rube Arnold could 
have had in mind. 

And it is a pity, too, that they should 
be pictured to the world in such a light 
just as they had begun, to enjoy a 
lucid interval, and were feeling that 
they had done something to redeem 
their reputation for sanity. It fs really 
not right for John Temple to try to 
mfiike them out BIGGER FOOLS THAN 
EVER.

Innumerable counties 
have decided to send several delegates 
for each vote to which they are en- 
titld. The six big counties which have 
three representatives in the house of 
representatives, will be entitled to six 
votes in the convention; the twenty-six 
next largest counties, which have two 
representatives in the house, have four 
votes in the convention, while the re- 
maining 114 counties, having one 
representatives in the house, will have 
two votes in the state convention.

The state convention will select the 
four delegates. from the state at large 
to go to the democratic national con- 
vention at Denver and ratify the se- 
lection of two delegates from each 
congressional district, The “Big Four” 
will be Colonel Albert H. Cox, Thomas 
W. Loyless, editor of The Augusta 
Chronicle; Peter W. Meldrim, of Sa- 
vannah, and Colonel W. S. West of 
Valdosta, former president of the state 
senate. 

Colonel C. R. Pendleton, editor of 
The Macon Telegraph, has been look- 
ed upon as one of the delegates at 
large, but has indicated a preference 
not to be chosen. It was evident that 
if he cared for the place, it would 
have been his without a contest. Hon. 
Joe Brown has not attempted to dic- 
tate the selection of the “Big Four,” 
and will not influence the convention 
in making a choice. 

Hon. Hewlett A. Hall, of Newnan, 
will be permanent chairman of .the 
cenvention, and J. R. Smith, of At- 
lanta, will be temporary chairman.

The railroad commission of Georgia 
yesterday spent five thours investigat-

The W. and A. railroad wae repre- 
sented by Attorney John L. Tye, Su- 
perintendemt J. L. McCullom, Assistant 
Superintendent J. A. Baldwin, John Ed- 
mondson, a law agent of the road, Con- 
ductor Mankin, who was in charge of 
the train in question, and other em- 
ployees. 

At the head of the delegation of 
trainmen was Val Fitzpatrick, vice 
@rand maeter of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, and the man who 
made the complaint to the commisgion. 
Among the other trainmen present were 
C. F. Allen, W. H. Fowler, L. E. Hol- 
comb, D. R. Phillips and H,.

Among the conductors in attendance 
were A W. Hill and L. E. Robertson. 
John L. Tye, attorney for the road, 
read a statement in which he declared 
that there was a flagman on the train 
in question.

He 
explained Mhat the regular baggage mas- 
4er who was to make the run did not 
appear on the morning of June 5 and 
a substitute was put on in his place be- 
tween Atlanta and Kennesaw, and that 
at the latter station another was sub- 
stituted who accompanied the train to 
Chattanooga.

Painter Destroys Picturea. 
The London Daily Mail of recent date 
Says: 


M. Claude’ Monet. 
living painter of 


of diplomas and med- 


perhaps the most famous 
the Frenche impressionist 
school, has created a tremendous sensation in 
art circles by destroving a score of his own 
paintings. He had expended three vears’ toll 
on them, and their market value was about 
£20,000. 

M. Monet was on the point of sending the 
works in question, to an important exhibition, 
which is to. open shortly in Paris. They 
consisted chiefly of studies of water under 
changing light effects.‘ Critically reviewing 
his work, the artist decided that it was not 
up to the high standard he had always set 
himself: and, seizing his brush and «palette 
Knife, he rendered the pictures worthless in 
a few mé@nutes. 

.M. Monet’s work has a high value. His best 
examples are worth £2,000. and others have 
sold for £1,000. He is now 68 years of age, 
and resides at Giverny, near Vernon. 

The only other incident of a similar kind 
which tne present generation can recall te 
the destruction of many of his own works by 
the veteran painter Degas, chiefly remarkable 
for h@ pictures of French ballet girls. 

Although -his” slightest sketch fetched a 
high price, M. Degas is now living in pover- 
tv, as the result of his habit of destroying 
all of his work which did not reach the 
standard he had set up. He made several 
fortunes by his brush, hut spent them all in 
buying back pictures from his studio which 
he considered unworthy to go down to pos- 
terity bearing his name, and which he there- 
fore destroyed. He is six years older than M,. 
Monet.
